Claughey on the above subject at the A s­ 
sembly last night was one of peculiar in­ 
terest. and most ably handled, as It could 
scarcely fall to be by the chief of the Chi­ 
cago police force, who previous to his ap­ 
pointment bad giv en fourteen years of 
serv ice In charge of the Illinois state fien- 
itentiary. 
The major is a solidly built, 
substantial, kindly looking man. with a 
fine face ex prosaive of a manly man.— 
The disappointm ent of some with his be­ 
ginning in a low v oice and with a modest 
tim idity, gav e w ay to pleasure and con­ 
fidence as he protieedeti and warmed up 
to his task. 
In bis intrmluctory remarks 
the speaker claimed no originality in the 
presentation of the subject, nor to have 
discovered any patent pnwess by which 
crime could bo eradicated from society or 
tbe boily pulllic. 
U e said; 
"My sole object lu accepting the invi 
tathm to talk to you this evening 
is to 
say som e facts before you concerulug a 
class of persons with whom society seems 
constantly at war. and to in<iuirt; whether 
possiblegrealer success might he achieved 
by cuanging in some resiMM ts our plans 
of campaign. 
The term crime ia often 
loosely used to cov er the breach of a 
moral principle as well as the violation of 
a public law. 
W here views and opinions 
are so various and coqliicting It might 
seem difficult to reach any just com lu 
ston, but If wo will clear the subject uf 
mere Intricacies of details and take a calm 
broad v iew of it. 
we wtll find that, al­ 
though the condition of crime an<l the 
measures which deal with it fire not satis­ 
factory, yet it can not be denietl th« t 
criminal legislation generally has im ­ 
proved vastly since the comtuencenieutof 
tho present century, nut only lu our own 
country, but in ail the civ ilized world. 
"New circumstances tlemaud new laws, 
and the ailoption of now laws to new cir* 
cumstances will tax the wisdom of our 
most intelligent legislation for years to 
come. 
In our day the criminal class is 
generally understood to include not only 
those w ho have actually committed felony, 
but all who are follow ing such vicious 
course as will sooner or later deveh>p 
them into full fledged criminals 
As ap 
plied to these classes the subject of crime 
and its treatment is worthy of considera­ 
ble study 
An eminent English authori­ 
ty compares crime to.,a mysterious ail­ 
ment, inveterate in the human frame 
There are several classes of those who are 
|» ro{>erly called crimtnals. 
As with those 
whom we call great, so with them. 
Home 
are born criminals, some achieve crime 
and others have crime thrust upon them 
The wretched infant, whether nameless 
or ow ning a known parentage, who first 
sees light iu the five points of New York 
or ill our own classical Bridgeport, takes 
in his bad propensities with almost his 
first breath 
He learns to look titsm all 
well-to do persons as his lawful prey, to 
reverence the successful thief as a ghiri 
ous being, to <h:spise tbe ofilcor of the 
law as bis natural foe. 
His education is 
neglected. 
When he has reached years 
uf discretion he has m>t as mu(*h percep­ 
tion of the moral quality t» f an action as
